Jackson H. Misner then proposed 
having the support of the Foreign 
Trades Club for Richmond, It was 
stated by members of the Club dur- 
ing the recent visit and entertain- 
ment in Richmond that the entire 
body stood solidly for Richmond's 
progress, and in the present case it 
was the contention that the Foreign ! 
Trades Club could render this city 
a great service. Harbor Master Mis- 
ner and Secretary Wallace then com- 
municated with H. M. Wades, Rich- 
mond Traffic manager, San Fran- 
cisco ,and later held a conference 
with kim upon the subject of sup- 
porting the city before the commis- 
sion. Following the conference last 
night Wade agreed to have the pres- 
ident of the Foreign Trades club and 
the secretary at thé hearing this af- 
temnoon and to have them speak in 
favor of Richmond, 

Wade is sanguine in Richmond's 
favor by final decision in the ter- 
minal controversey. He believes 
that the Santa Fe will resume the 
terminal here yn December 11, as 
announced, and in case _ proceed- 
ings to the contrary are brought by 
the Commission the case will be 
carried’ to the Interstate Commerce 
Commission with due force, and to 
the Supreme Court if necessary. 

While in Washington _ recently 
Wade heard considerable comment on 
the Richmond terminal subject, and 
noted that eastern railway officials 
are watching the outcome here very 
closely.
